OTHER CHANGES NOTED 



Dairies serving the Main Lint with 
milk and associated products are be- 
ing swept into the States -wide com- 
bines now being effected in the dairy 
industry of the East. Three organi- 
zations in Milk Control District No. 1 
of which Lower Merion is a part, have 
already been effected by amalgama- 
tions, according to information which 
became public , Monday at the town- 
ship Board of Health meeting in Ard- 
more. 

The three are the Highland Dairies 
in Bryn Mawr, which has a large Nar- 
berth clientele, the Delchester Farms, 
located on the West Chester pike, and 
the Willow Grove Dairies in the up- 
per part of Montgomery county. 

Milk Control Officer George W. 
Grim in his report to the Board, 
stated that the Delchester Earms 
have retired from the retail milk 
business and that their inspected raw 
milk is now being offered for sale 
through this district by Abbotts Ald- 
nery Dairies, Inc. 

The other two county dairies, High- 
land and Willow Grove, have been ac- 
quired by the Supplee-VVills-Jones 
Company, an important unit in the 
National Dairy Products Company, 
which has holdings in several States. 
The Willow Grove Dairies have re- 
tired completely from the milk busi- 
ness and its retail trade has been sold 
to Supplee-Wills-Jones, Dr. Grimm 
declared in his report. 

At Bryn Mawr, Edward Woolman, 
head of the Highland Dairies, verified 
the information of his organization 
joining with Supplee-Wills-Jones and 
the National Dairy Products Com- 
pany. Rumors of this combine have 
been current along the Main Line for 
several weeks, but Mr. Woolman de- 
clared that the final details of the deal 
were not completed until this week. 
The combine was effected by an ex- 
change of stock by the companies in- 
volved. 

The Supplce-Wijls-Jones Company 
is now reorganizing the Highland 
Dairies. William J. Murphy will re- 
main as manager of the Highland 
Dairy unit of the company.

FREEMAN EXPLAINS 
FIVE POINT THEORY 



Rotary Hears Manufacturing 

and Marketing Methods 

Expounded. 



MANY ATTEND DINNER 



Five point merchandising — a hard- 
and-fast theory of manufacturing and 
marketing, was expounded Tuesday 
night to members of the Bala-Cyn- 
Cynwyd-Narberth Rotary Club and to 
a large gathering of guests. 

The speaker was Arthur Freeman, 
general manager of the Gimbel Store 
of Philadelphia. His presence was ob- 
tained by Ralph S Dunne, chairman of 
the Business Methods Committee. 

The five points brought out were 
Product, Market, Advertising, Distrib- 
ution and Financing. These headings, 
the speaker said, covered every phase 
of wholesale and retail business, fully 
applicable to local conditions. 

The product must be good, must 
compare favorably with others filling 
the same need, must have a proper 
;i. ekage. and must of itself fill a want. 

The market must be studied, he 
said, so that it would be in harmony 
with the other points. The seller must 
i now whether he is appealing to men 
or women, young or old, rich or poor, 
and fit his other points to the market. 
The market, too, must not be extended 
beyond the limits of the other factors. 

In a local way, he said, merchants 
must follow tin's rule. As an example 
—it would be foolish for a Cynwyd 
merchant to attempt to serve Wayne, 
or for a Wayne coal man to deliver 
his product to Narberth, across the 
street from Narherth's own coal yard 

The merchant must keep abreast of 

changing markets and lit his product 

.o new conditions. He must also know 

it all times who bins his product and 

. here they live. 

"Advertising,'' he continued, "is not 
telling; il is telling." Advertising con- 
sists of a message and a vehicle, and 
both must be studied in relation to 
other conditions. The advertising man 
must himself be a merchant. The me- 
lium must be studied in respect to 
reader quantity and quality, the time of 
eceipt and the cost of the space. 

Distribution, while not so great a 

problem in small communities, is a 

ominant one in the national field. Mr. 

Freeman told of the course of a bale 

A cotton, grown in the South, spun 

; n New England, made into dresses 

n Philadelphia, placed in stock in Chi- 

ago, and finally rcshipped to the pur- 

iiaser. who might be the wife of the 

jr-'ginal cotton grower. 

Such conditions give rise to waste, 
.vhich is being attacked by the estab- 
lishment of smaller plants throughout 
.lie country, closer both to raw material 
and market. 

Capital is necessary to tie these other 
factors together, he said. It must be 
wisely- handled. Few failures occur, 
he said, because of lack of capital, but 
rather through defects in the other 
four points. 

Guests included seven members of 
he Conshohoeken Club, six from Ard- 
niore, and many non-Rotarians. John 
1 Cabrey, of Narberth, made a brief 
speech in a plea for a cessation of 
"bigness" and excitement in favor of 
more substantial and quiet things. 



ELECTION FIGURES COMPLETED 

In reporting the primary election fig- 
ures for Narberth in our issue of two 
weeks ago, some of the figures were in- 
complete. 

The returns were obtained from the 
county offices in Xorristown, and, as wc 
stated at that time, did not include Dem- 
jcrati' returns for the seond district in 
several contests. 

The only important omission was that 
of the vote for Assessor, in which the 
returns for the lirst and third district 
showed 2fl for Frank A. O'Brien and 23 
for E. C. Griswold. In the second dis- 
trist the count shows Mr. Griswold 
polled 211, and Mr. O'Brien but l.'l. mak- 
ing the total vote on the Democratic 
ballot for Narberth, Griswold, 40 ; 
O'Brien, 39. 

The result of the primaries, therefore, 
shows that Mr. Griswold, as previously 
indicated by the unofficial figures, was 
nominated on both the Republican and 
Democratic tickets, practically assuring 
the absence of any contest next month. 



Residents Continue Discussion of 

Possibility of Return to Township 

Letters Show Interest in Topic, But Public in General Seems 

to Be Apathetic. 



APPOINT WILSON

Comment continues on the subject 
of Narbcrth's possible merger with 
Lower Merion township. In addition 
to the three letters received last week, 
two of which were held over for lack 
of space, a further communication has 
been received from councilmanic 
nominee Edward S. Haws. 

So far, all of the discussion has 
turned around Narherth's attitude to- 
ward the plan. Would Lower Merion 
•ake us? In order to answer that 
question several township officials 
were approached on the question. 

They expressed the belief that the 
borough would be welcome should it 
desire to rejoin the township, and that 
such action would be mutually bene- 
ficial. The general township attitude 
seems to be that though there may not 
be any immediate move on the part 
of Narberth to come back to Lower 
Merion, that eventually there will be. 
Narberth commenters counter by 
oointing out that Lower Merion has 
I'ways. ever since the original break, 
idopted the attitude that the borough 
would be back, but years have passed 
and the borough is still on its own. 

The local attitude, however, is dis- 
tinctly apathetic, despite the group 
of letters. This week the first letter 



of many citizens of the borough for a 
good number of years. 

Five years ago the writer took it 
upon himse'f to investigate the possi- 
bility and feasibility of consolidating 
our high school with that of the town- 
ship. As soon as it was found that 
the township would receive our high 
school enrollment a large number of 
earnest and energetic citizens joined 
the movement, financed a campaign 
for the purpose of getting all the facts 
obtainable before the voters and the 
project was brought to a successful 
conclusion within a few months. 

This has resulted not only in a big 
saving to Narberth taxpayers (an in- 
crease of $105.00(1 in the school in- 
debtedness was avoided), but our boys 
and girls of high school age have since 
enjoyed the superior advantages of the 
Lower Merion High School. 

At that time the question was often 
raised — "Why is Narberth a separate 
political entitj — surrounded as it is on 
all sides by communities functioning 
under a common township govern- 
ment? What particular advantage is 
inherent to the Narberth resident over 
his Merion neighbor by virtue of bis 
political separation? The first duty

Now let us examine the financial 
aspects of maintaining local self-gov- 
ernment. The basis of assessment of 
taxable property is the same in both 
borough and township — 1-:; of the 
price the property would sell for with- 
in a reasonable lime at a regularly ad- 
vertised sale. In Narberth the bor- 
ough tax rate is 2 4 mills, the schoo' 
tax rate is 1!) mills. A per capita 
school tax of $r> is levied in both town- 
ship and borough and the county tax 
rate of 3 mills is obviously the same 
so that in the following comparisons 
these two items balance and can there- 
fore be ignored. The township schnr' 
tax rate is 1.-> mills and township tax 
(corresponding to our borough tax) 
12 1-4 mills. 

In both township and borough gar- 
bage removal is provided for by public 
expense, but in the borough wc also 
have our ashes collected at public ex- 
nense. (I beg Mr. Cooke's indulgence 
here; i. e., said ashes must he placet' 
outside the building.) 

In the borough also all sewer ren- 
tals are paid by the borough, whereas 
in the township there is a sewer tax. 
I am taking as a composite cost on 
the last two items the experience of 
three township residents with widelv 
diversified locations. The composite 
cost of ash collections were $12 per 
annum — and this included the removal 
of the ashes from the furnace room. 
The composite sewer tax amounted to 
$2 per year. Now let us take the case 
of a citizen with an assessment of 
S.'lOOO:

Was Warmest October 1 , But Did 
Not Last. Gale Cooled Main Line 



Trees, windows and electric wires 
suffered damage Monday night late, 
when a gale of nearly hurricane veloc- 
ity swept over the Main Line. Trees 
were uprooted, branches snapped off. 
vindows shattered and lines blown 
down as a high wind, accompanied by 
\ torrential downpour of rain, began 
diortly after midnight. 

Many motorists were forced to 
ibandon their cars and seek sheltei 
during the height ot the downpour. 
The precipitation on the Main Line 
'uring the storm was 1.62 inch, and 
for the week, 1.87 inch. 

The barometer declined with great 
rapidity during the storm until it 
reached 29.52. and then it started to 
rise with almost as great speed, ac- 
cording to Main Line Weather Ob- 



server Charles J. A. Decker, in his 
weekly report. The barometer was 
high for the week at 30.20, and low 
-during the storm at 29.52. 

Following the Monday night deluge 
the temperature fell from 88 degrees 
to 61 degrees. The high and low 
temperature readings over the week- 
end follow: 

Saturday, 88-62; Sunday, 8T-65: 
Monday, 81-62; Tuesday, 77-61. 

The high of the thermometer, on 
-Saturday, was a record for that date. 
It was the warmest October 1 football 
weather in the history of the sport. 

The temperature excess for the first 
four days of October is 43 degrees, 
compared to last year's excess of only 
21 degrees.

The <|uestion of our beinjr obliged to 
l : (|rid .te the indebtedness of the bor- 
civ.ah h::s been raised As I rtcall it 
(a; the time of the high school cam- 
paign we had counsel look this up) 
the borough debt cou'd not exceed the 
township debt based on percentage of 
assessed w.'uation of real estate. Our 
borough liabilities over assets (auditor 
report of December :il. 1 '.)-'«) was $48,- 
S4:; !)o. Our school indebtedness is, I 
believe, about $74,000 and it would 
seem that our school building and 
fixtures would at least offset that. 
However, let us assume to he on the 
sa'e s'"b a total borough and school 
debt differential to be carried and 
amortized of $80,000 with interest 
at 1'A per cent, and -i l-:s per cent, 
for sinking fund requirements (the 
amount being now paid). This 
would add to the Narberth man's tax 
bill (until the debt was liquidated) 
$(>\!<>4 per annum — or a tax rate, based 
on the assessed valuation of taxable 
property and occupations in Narberth 
of ?4.4;":!.,sro of .0014 plus per cent, or 
an annual tax of $4. :.'().

cent A still more important financial 
consideration is the fact that Lower 
Merion township is developing rapid- 
ly, while Narberth is nearly all built 
up.

Had 
not our high school enrollment been 
embraced by the township schools and 
had the loan project of five years ago 
carried, our school tax rate would have 
been about equal to the borough rate 
at this time.
